This is often the his- 
tory of the course of married life. One 
or tlio other of a couple yields too much 
and too often, moved by Over much af- 
fection to gh e way, and the result is that 
he or she wins only a more or less con- 
scious contempt. The truth is that 
even in friendship we are all human, and 
it is well to reflect that if one desires to 
hold the regard of his friend it is neces- 
sary to hold also his respect. It is some- 
times wise to displease a friend for his 
own good and for the sake of holding his 
affection up to its level.—Boston Courier.
